A DISPATCH OF THE TIMES, LONDON, REPORTS THAT THE GREEK CABINET 
DECIDED UNANIMOUSLY YESTERDAY TO SPARE THE LIVES OF GEORGE 
PAPADOPOULOS, NIKOLAOS MAKAREZOS, AND STYLIANOS PATAKOS,
